$135,000 Lawsuit Filed Wednesday Against Elba Mayor Folsom 


The weeks -old case of the 
suspension of Elba Police 
Chief M, W. Johnston by 
Mayor Robert Folsom took on 
another facet Wednesday after- 
noon when Johnston filed a 
$135,000 lawsuit against 
Folsom, The suit charges 
Folsom did not comply with 
Alabama law in the matter and 


also that the mayor ‘‘illegally 
and wrongfully embarked upon 
a campaign of harrassment, 
intimidation, and provocation 
and design to compel the 
plaintiff to resign or lose his 
office as Police Chief of the 
City of Elba.’’ 

The suit contends that if 
Folsom is not restrained by 


Jollateral references, — 62 C.J.S., Municipal 
Corporations, $8 548, 545. 


the court, he will continue to 
prevent Johnston from per- 
forming his duties as Chief, 
It also charges Folsom with 
interfering with Johnston and 
other police officers of Elba 
in the performance of their 
duties, and that it all was a 
scheme to force Johnston 
out of office. 


According to the suit, 
Folsom has wrongfully used 
his powers of office to keep 
Johnston from being paid, It 
also charges Folsom has 
failed to comply with Section 
11«43-81 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, and therefore is with- 
out authority to prevent 
Johnston from serving as 


§ 11-43-81. Designated chief executive officer; powers of appointment and 


removal, 


The mayor shall be the chief executive officer, and shall have general 
supervision and control of all other officers and the affairs of the city or town, 
except as otherwise provided in this title. He shall have the power to appoint 
all officers whose appointment is not otherwise provided for by law. He may 
remove any officer for good cause, except those elected by the people, and fill 


the vacancy caused thereby, permanently, if the appointment of such officer is 
made by the mayor, and temporarily, if such officer was elected by the council 
or appointed with its consent, in either of which last two cases he must report 
such removal and his reasons therefor to the council at its next regular meeting, 
when, if the council shall sustain the act of removal by the mayor by a majority 
vote of those elected to the council, the vacancy shall be filled as provided in 
this title. (Code 1907, § 1179; Code 1928, § 1895; Code 1940, T. 37, § 441.)

Council Gives Cable TV Deadline 


A special meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night to handle some 
routine business passed’ over 
recently during the heated de- 
bates concerning the suspen- 
sion of Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston, 

It took twenty minutes to 
approve the minutes of the last 
three meetings, including the 
August Ist, August 7th and 
August 15th meetings. Coun- 
cilman Mike Russell report- 
ed that the Elba Jaycees would 
assist with the survey on ex- 
tending the city limits if the 
city would defray the estimated 
$50 of expenses. This was 
approved. 

Acting Police Chief Max 


Rayborn reported the police 
department was now running 
smoother than in recent ‘weeks, 
He noted that personnel files 
were missing as well as one 
or two fines partial payment 
receipt books. 

Mayor Robert Folsom re- 
ported work had been done on 
patching some pot holes in the 
streets, and it took 4-3/4 tons 
of seal to do the work, Folsom 
reported city crews had suc- 
cessfully drained the ‘‘frog 
pond’’ at the school and had 
hauled some dirt into washed 
areas near the middle school. 

Folsom reported to coun- 
cilman that city crews would 
begin working on Brookdale 
drainage soon and would get

some requested dirt in James 
Spurlin’s yard Wednesday. This 
was to repair damage done by 
city trucks. 

The council heard a re- 
quest from School Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor for the city 
to continue giving the $3,000 
a month assistance to the 
school. It was unanimously 
approved for the next twelve 
months. 

An ordinance with General 
Telephone was approved. It 
would give Elba 1% of the 
gross revenues rather than the 
$600 as received in the past. 

The council instructed City 
Clerk Jack Prescott to maila 
certified letter to the home 
office of the company operat- 


ing the Elba Cable TV and 
inform them the franchise 
would be revoked if a service- 
man was not located in Elba 
within the next ten days. The 
franchise requires a local 
serviceman at all times. 

A three-step pay scale was 
approved for all city employees, 
It set the step three or one 
year salary at the wage cure 
rently being earned by the em- 
ployees. 

Acting Police Chief Max 
Rayborn requested that the 
budgeted salary for a patrole 
man who had resigned be di- 
vided between the existing po- 
lice officers, No action was 
taken on this. 

Folsom was asked about a 
promise to repair damage to 
a septic tank damaged by city 
trucks or hook the resident on 
city sewage as requested. The 
council then voted to do this 
work immediately.

5, Since the defendant com- 
‘menced holding the office of 
mayor of the City of Elba in 
October, 1976, the defendant 
has illegally and wrongfully em- 
barked upon a campaign ofhar- 
rassment, intimidation, and 
provocation and design to 
compel the plaintiff to resign 
or lose his office as Police 
Chief of the City of Elba. 

6. During his tenure as 
mayor the said defendant Robert 
Folsom has interfered with the 
plaintiff and other police offi- 
cers of the City of Elba in the 
performance of their lawful 
duties as a part of a design 
or scheme to force the plain- 
tiff out of office. 

7. The defendant has caused 
the salary of the plaintiff to be 
interrupted, and has wrong- 
fully used the powers of de- 
fendant’s office to keep plain 
tiff from being paid in 
accordance with his contract 
with the City of Elba, 

8 The defendant having 
failed to comply with Section 
11-43-81, Code of Alabama of 
1975 is without authority to 
prevent plaintiff from serving 
as Chief of Police of the City 
of Elba and from being paid 
for such services in accord- 
ance with his contract made 
with the Council of said city. 

9. The aforesaid acts of the 
defendant against the plaintiff 
were malicious, oppressive and 
are continuing, with damage to 
the plaintiff as hereinafter set 
out. Unless defendant is re- 
strained from continuing said 
unlawful acts by this Honor- 
able Court, he will continue to 
wrongfully prevent the plain- 
tiff from performing his em- 
ployment and duties as Chief 
of Police of the City of Elba 


and will continue to harrass, 
malign, intimidate and slander 
the plaintiff. Plaintiff will 
thereby be irreparably harmed. 

10, Plaintiff has suffered the 
following injuries and damages 
as a proximate consequence of 
the aforesaid unlawful acts of 
the defendant. He has lost the 
emoluments from his position 
as police chief; he has been 
held up to ridicule, scorn, and 
infamy; he has been caused 
great mental anguish; he has 
been caused to lose standing 
in his community and in his 
profession as a peace officer; 
and he claims punitive dam- 
ages. 


WHEREFORE, PLAINTIFF 
PRAYS: 

A. That this Honorable Court 
will determine and take juris- 
diction over this cause of act- 
ion and the parties hereto and 
that proper process shall issue 
to the said Robert Folsom nam- 
ing and making him party 
respondent herein and re- 
quiring him to make his 
appearance within the time 
and in the manner by law 
prescribed, or failing therein 


to suffer a decree pro con- 
fesso against him. 
B. For a_ writ of quo 


warranto directed to the said 
Robert Folsom, commanding 
him to show by what author- 
ity he prevents the plaintiff 
from performing the duties 
and functions of plaintiff's job 
as Police Chief of the City of 
Elba, and for an appropriate 
order making determination 
that the defendant has no 


authority to do so, having 
failed to comply with the 
requirements of Section 
11-43-81, Code of Alabama 
of 1975. 


C. For an injunction, en- 
joining and restraining ‘ the 
defendant Robert Folsom from 
unlawfully interfering with the 
plaintiff in the performance of 
his duties and functions as 
Chief of Police of the City of 
Elba, and from harrassing, 
attempting to intimidate, or 
slandering the plaintiff. 

D, For damages, both com- 
pensatory and punitive, in the 
amount of One Hundred Thirty- 
Five Thousand Dollars. 

E. For costs of court and 
general relief.

The lawsuit filed Wednesday in the Mayor-Police Chief af- 
fair is another chapter in a not-so-pleasant chain of 
events, Any community likes to get publicity, but Elba, 
like most others, doesn’t need the kind we are getting around 
‘the country on this matter. During the past couple of 
weeks, this newspaper has purposely left out many of the 
quotes recorded from public meetings of the city council, 
thinking in our own warped mind, we were helping play 
down the issue in hopes it would come to a pleasant ending.

Right now, maybe we should urge a change in the time of re- 
porting contributions and expenditures from five days prior 
to election to a monthly report beginning the day qualifying 
starts, 


Some wierd things happen during a political season, Recent- 
ly folks working with me for Albert Brewer have gotten up- 
set because the posters they put up were getting lost, and 
Baxley posters were popping up exactly in the same place, 
Tempers were beginning to get hot among folks that ain’t 
even running for : vifice and won’t make or loose a dime 
regardless of the »:iner, Anyway, I talked with some of 
the statewide Baxley lulks. The state headquarters called 
Tuesday, and we worked a gentleman’s agreement to live 
and let live, which is what should have been happening all 
the time. While working on this, however, |ran across a 
recent case in Decatur where three men were caught by 
police ripping down posters of four candidates for state 
and local offices, Needless to say, these men will be find- 
ing other things to occupy their time from now on, 


We started out Sunday night to watch all of the Educational

color, oranges are never 
picked until completely ripe. 


FRUITS & VEGETABLES— 
BARGAINS 

Eat fruits and vegetables 
that are in season, They are 
usually cheaper, however, 
check the quality. Bruised or 
poor quality produce is no 
bargain, 

Select fresh fruits and 
vegetables that are firm, full, 
bright, and fresh looking, 

Compare prices of fresh, 
frozen, canned, Check the 
price, condition of food and 
amount of waste (liquid, peel- 
ings). 

Frozen vegetables as chop- 
ped spinach or cut broccoli 
usually are cheaper than the 
frozen leaf spinach or broccoli 
spears, yet have the same nu- 
trition, 

Larger bags of frozen ve- 
getables may be cheaper than 
the boxed vegetables, You can 
also measure out exactly the 
amount you need, 

Use leftover vegetables in 
casseroles, soups, stews or sa~- 
lads, 

Save cooking water to use 
in gravies, soups, stews, 

Cook only until tender, Do 
not overcook, Prolonged cook- 
ing may destroy vitamins, 

Here is arecipe that 
I thought you might like: 


WATERMELON RIND PRE— 
SERVES 


1 1/2 quarts prepared water- 
melon rind 

4 tablespoons salt 

2 quarts cold water 

1 thinly sliced lemon 

1 tablespoon ground ginger 


,4 cups sugar 


1/4 cup lemon juice 
7 cups water 


Trim green skin and pink 
from thick watermelon rind; cut 
into l-inch pieces, Dissolve 
salt in 2 quarts water and pour 
over rind, Let stand 5 to 6 
hours if salt is used, Drain; 
rinse and drain again, Cover 
with cold water and let stand 
30 minutes. Drain. Sprinkle 
ginger over rind; cover with 
water and cook until fork-ten- 
der. Combine sugar, lemon 
juice, and 7 cups water. Boil 
5 minutes; add rind and boil 
gently for 30 minutes, Add 
sliced lemon and cook until 
the melon rind is clear, Pack, 
boiling hot, into hot jars, leav- 
ing 1/4-inch head space, Ad- 
just caps. Process 20 minutes 
in boiling water bath. Yield: 
about 6-half pints.

TURES WITH LEGUMES 


Overseeding bahiagrass or 
bermuda grass pastures with 
Yuchi Clover can extend the 
grazing season four to eight 
weeks while providing a high 
forage quality. Planted in the 
fall, Yuchi Clover is a 
reseeding winter annual legume 
that starts producing good qual- 
ity forage in the early spring. 
It seems to grow best on well 
drained soils. Poorly drained 
or high-lime soils should be 
avoided when planting Yuchi, 
It is also an excellent plant 
to improve the general soil 


condition of your pasture and 
it also helps to control 
erosion, 

Yuchi Clover should be 


planted in late September to 
early October at the rate of 
5 to 8 pounds of innoculated 
seed per acre, Grazing can 
begin when the legume plants 
are about six inches in height. 
If you desire to cut hay from 
the reseeded pasture, grazing- 
should be stopped around April 
lst for maximum hay yields, 
Continous grazing of Yuchi 
Clover after the plants are 
six inches tall will permit 
a long productive season, It 
shows good cold hardiness and

trampling, During establish- 
ment, winter annual broadleaf 
weeds may cause some pro- 
blems, but there are several 
chemicals out now that can 
be used to remedy this pro- 
blem without harming the 
clover.

BAHIAGRASS CONTROL 

Bahiagrass is getting to 
be a major lawn problem, Ba- 
hiagrass is used quite frequent- 
ly in south Florida as a lawn. 
However, here in Coffee 
County we can grow Centipede 
grass, Bermuda, St, Augustine, 
Zoysia and others successfully 
as a lawn grass, 


Many lawns get infested 
with Bahiagrass from cars and 
animals bringing the seeds in, 
For example, every time you 
pull off on the shoulder of the 
road in the county, Bahia 
seeds will get lodged under 
your car. These often drop 
off on your driveway and from 
there into the lawn, 

What can be done? We 
have a bulletin entitled, ‘Weed 
Control in Turfgrasses,” Se- 
veral materials are available 
including Ansar, MSMA and o- 
thers. We recommend that 
these materials be used at the 
rate of 3-6 tablespvonsful per 
1000 square feet of lawn area. 
The chemicals should be mix- 
ed with at least a gollon of 
water per 1000 square feet.

Foy: peanut growers in this 
county will have green peanut 
leaves ‘at harvest time, The 
avera growers . will have mo- 
derate leafspot-disease, Poor 
growers will have a lot of 
leafspot disease, 

If Showers continue, I would 
strongly: recommend that leaf- 
spot contro! be put on about 
every 10 days. If you get a 
shower every couple of days, 
you might want to cut the in- 
terval to every 7 days. 

How long will you continue 
your leafspot program? Our 
official recommendation is to 
continue leafspot control until 
about 10 days before harvest, 
This will work out fine if you 
get to harvest at the end of 
that 10-day period. Howeve", 
matiy years hurricanes and 
low pressures develop and har- 
vest is delayed 10 days. This 
is when leafspot really takes 
over. 

Each field is different just 
as each child in a family is 
different. You have to treat 
them according to conditions, 
Peanuts following peanuts will 
have much more severe leaf- 
spot. So the interval may need 
to be closer and you may need 
to continue spraying longer to 
be successful. Give yourself 
some insurance! Keepthe leaf- 
spot control up.

, Peanut Program Explained 


bilization and Conservation 
(ASC) committee, recently re- 
viewed the new program and 
explained major changes. 

The new program has atwo- 
tiered price support structure. 
Previously, all peanuts were sue 
pported from 75 to 90 percent 
of parity--depending upon sup- 
ply. The higher $420-per-ton 
price support level is on 
‘quota’ peanuts, and the lower 
$250-per-ton level is on ‘* Add- 
itional’ peanuts not covered by 
the quota. ‘‘Most farmers 
will be able to produce their 
quotas without planting their en- 
tire allotment, however, they 
may decide to plant the total 
allotment and produce additional 
peanuts,’’ Mr. English said, 

Farmers who market less 
than their quota in 1978 may 
market the balance in 1979 --« 
in addition to their 1979 quota 
~~ if enough acreage is planted 
to produce the quota, and if 
total undermarketings for all 
U.S. farms do not exceed 10 
percent of the national poundage 
quota. The national poundage 
quota for 1978 is 1,680,000 
short tons and the allotment 
is 1,614,000 acres. 

The ASCS official said 
producers may obtain ware- 
housestored loans on their pea~ 


Rk 
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nuts through peanut grower 
associations, ‘‘There will be 


no deductions for inspection, 
handling or storage as under 
the previous program,’’ Far- 


mers may also take out a 
farmestored loan on their 
quota peanuts. He pointed 


out that any peanuts left on the 
farm for seed or other use 
are considered marketed as 
quota peanuts, 

The 1978 peanut allotments 
are based on last year’s farm 
allotments. ‘‘To retain the 
full allotment a farmer must 
plant enough peanuts to pro- 
duce as much as 75 percent 
of the farm poundage quota at 
least once every three years. 
In addition to the average all- 
otment, a farmer receives a 
poundage quota based on 
a proporationate share of the 
national quota.’ 

Additional peanuts not 
contracted for prior to June 
15, must be delivered to the 
grower association at $250- 
per-ton loan rate. 

To avoid penalties and all- 
otment reductions, farmers 
must at the time of marketing, 
identify the farm on which the 
peanuts were produced, Plase 
tic identification cards will be 
issued by the county ASCS of- 
fice. A card must accompany 
each lot of peanuts from 
weigh-in until after inspection. 

According to Mr. English, 
about 1,035 farmers in Coff- 
ee County participate in the 
peanut program,

“Unfortunately,’’ says Car- 
ter, “with the miraculous ad- 
vances in modern medicine, 
some parents mistakenly 
believe polio, measles, mumps, 
diptheria, tetanus, and whoop- 
ing cough have been conquered, 
They have not,’ 

Medical science has been 
able to provide protection 
against these potentially dead- 
ly and crippling diseases, but 
the protection can only be ob- 
tained through immunization, 

A quick, sharp prick of a 
needle now can prevent future 
death, heart or brain damage, 
blindness, hearing loss, or other 
incapacitation, 

“In addition,’ adds Carter, 
“the roadways will once again 
be filled with children on foot, 
or on bicycles, and motor- 
cycles, headed to and from 
school.” 

‘In many instances, they 
have their minds on things 
other than traffic and their own 
safety,’ 

Motorists should be espe~ 
cially watchful for children now 
that schools are about to open, 

“As parents, and adults, we 
must take these responsibili- 
ties for the safety and well- 
being of our children,” 

“Taking time and exerci-

Ray Acton 


Ray Acton, former mayor 
of Homewood and 9 years 
assistant UnitedStates Attorney 
and most recently for 7 years 
an assistant attorney general 
of Alabama, having resigned 
in January to make the race, 
has formally announced his 
candidacy for the office of 
attorney general. 

Acton said that he holds 
no higher political ambition than 
to become the next attorney 
general. ‘‘I seek this office 
for itself and for the oppor- 
tunity it would afford a ded- 
icated person to be of worth- 
while service. I will not use 
the office as a stepping stone 
into some future political ven- 
ture,’’ he added, Actonexpress- 
ed belief that he is the only 
candidate for attorney general 
who can accurately make this 
statement. 

Acton says the attorney gen- 
eral should be in position 
always to interpret and enforce 
the laws without fear or favor. 
‘‘You can’t do this consistently 
once you become obligated to 
an individual or special inter- 
est group,’’ he observed. 

Acton pointed out that he 
has many worthy opponents, in- 
cluding some friends, but none 
who can match his experience 
in public service nor equal his 
record of accomplishments. He 
says that he’s had a major role 
in the removal by conviction 
and/or impeachment of more 
corrupt public employees and 
officials than any man in Ala- 
bama, He cites, as examples, 
his work in Fruithurst in 1975, 
in Heflin in 1973 and as Mil- 
itary Mayor during the‘‘ Phenix 
City Clean -up’’ of 1954.

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Commissioners Set New Rules 


For Farm Center 


The Coffee County Commi- 
sSion met in regular session 
on Monday, August 28, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and foll- 
owing a meeting with the Farm 
Center Board, agreed to stop 
renting the building to events 
that were not farm-related, 
The commission presented fi- 
gures showing that for the past 
34-months the Farm Center 
showed $14,821.75 in receipts 
and $61,646.61 in expenses, 

“There is a need to cut 
back the non-farm related 
events,” said Judge James L, 
Sawyer, ‘and we also need 
to cut back in all areas, We 
can’t continue like this!’’ 

Judge Sawyer expressed 
hope that the county might get 
additional help from the Senior 
Aid Program. The program 
(which costs the county $250 
a year) involves hiring a per- 
son over 55 years of age to 
work 4 hours a day, 

“The Center is a real 
asset to the county,” 
stated board member Phillip 
Martin, “but it is not used 
as much we had hoped,” 

Another plan to cut back 
expenses was to let the 4-H 
program operate the concession 
stand at the center, This 
plan met with the approval of 
all members, 

The meeting began at 10;00 
a,m., with all commissioners 
present, Present were Don 
Smith, Max J, Reeves, Bennie 
Beckham, Rex Boutwell, Jack 
Hornsby, Gilmer Grant, Pro- 
bate Judge James L, Sawyer, 
Clerk Brunease Winston, and 
County Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins, 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on the sale 
of two Garbage trucks, Bids 
were received from: L. M. 
Burch-$1680 (diesel), $840 oth- 
er truck; and Dowling Truck 
and Tractor, $1575 on each 
truck, The commission vo- 


ted to sell the diesel truck 


to Mr. Burch and the other 
vehicle to Dowling Truck and 
Tractor. 

Mr, Johnson, from the 
Cross Trails Regional Library, 
addressed the commission 
seeking support for the li- 
brary service, Johnson stated 
his organization served resid- 
ents of 5 counties with both 
books and films, ‘We are 
trying to provide good service 
to the people of this region,’’ 
said Johnson, ‘and we’d app- 
reciated your continued su- 
pport.”’ 

Mr, Martin Wyatt, of the 
Regional Alcoholism Council, 
also presented the comm- 
ission with a financial request, 
“We organized § years ago and 
serve the counties of Butler, 
Coffee, Covington and Cren- 
shaw,”’ 
“and we’re trying to expand 
our educational program. We 
would like for Coffee County 
to help in any way possible,’”’ 
Mr, Wyatt told the commission 
that last year the council had 
expenses of $22,553.05 and 
that the proposed budget for 
this year would be over 
$28,000, 

Probate Judge James L, 
Sawyer told the board; 

***All the commissioners were 
invited to the dedication of 
the Shelby County jail; 

***he had received much pol- 
itically oriented mail, and 
passed it out to the commi- 
ssioners; 

**Kof a meeting set for Aug, 
29 for all county attorneys. 
The commission agreed tosend 
the county attorney and the 
probate judge. 

Included among the business 
discussed by County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins was: 

***q request from a resident 
of the Heritage Hts, subdi- 
vision for a street light (the 
request was turned down). 

**#Reported he had inspected 


reported Mr, Wyatt, 


the armory site in Enterprise 


and said the work would 
require a bulldozer and 
a motor grader, The comm- 


ission instructed Mullins to 
contact National Guard off- 
icials and check on the poss- 
ibility of using Guard equip- 
ment, 

***the upcoming change in the 
CETA program would affect 
his department and he would 
like to keep some employees 
on full-time. 


***the power company still has 
taken no action on moving po- 
wer poles on Moates Road, 


***That Harvey Allen, a 
county employee, was killed 
Saturday while on vacation in 
Wyoming. Mullins discussed 
the amount of pay available to 
his family. 


***Reported that Assistant en- 
gineer Tim Hornsby had been 
involved in a wreck on Rowe 
Bridge road, The trooper re- 
port indicated both vehicles 
were going down the middle of 
the road, but Mullins stated 
the assistant engineer wasn’t 
in the wrong. Damage to 
the county vehicle was estim- 
ated at $403, 


***That he will have to seed 
the shoulders of the road on 
the roads paved last year. 

Commission Clerk Brun- 
ease Winston told the commi- 
ssion: 


***she had received a bill for 
the rotary mowers (approved 
for payment); 


*“*#she had received a billfrom 
a lawyer for an indigent case 
(payment withheld); 


***that a final payment of $500 
was due for reappraisal work; 
and 


***discussed the findings at 
a recent seminar on the 
effects of the lid bill,
